| FREE CITY OF DANZIG, April 
‘ails handful of Danzig residents 
have Succeeded in thwarting Nazi 
ambitions to create a dictatorship in 
this free city as a step toward its 
reunion with the Fatherland. 

Nazis, while polling 59.1 per 
cent of the vote in vyesterday’s 
volKstag, or parliament election, fell 
considerably short of the two-thirds 
majority required to wipe out op- 
position parties and make them- 
selves supreme in the city’s politi- 
cal life. The Nazis failed by 17,594 
votes to gain a two-thirds majority. 

About 95,000 Danzig votes, the 
majority of them German Catholics 
and Socialists, combined to drown 
the hopes of the Hitlerites. The de- 
feat was the first real defiance Na- 
zidom has encountered since it at- 
tained ascendancy in the reich. 

The outcome was regarded here 
as having far greater significance 
for the Nazi program than its mere 
effect on the division of parties in 
the volkstag. Nazi leaders, on the 
other hand, believe the result would 
have been far different if the is- . 
sue had been that of a clear cut 
: plebiscite for or against reunion 
‘with Germany. 

Election Figures Delayed. 

The final election figures were 
withheld for several hours after 
tabulation, reportedly while the Na- 
zis in charge of the election cam- 
paign communicaed with Berlin. 
Finally, Albert Forster, the gauleit- 
‘er or district leader, stepped to a 
' microphone to announce the results 
which brought scant expressions of 
'enthusiasm from Nazi throats. 

The figures showed that the Na- 
zi party received 139,043 of the 
234,956 votes cast for the seven par- 
ties listed on the ballot. The totals 
for the other parties were: Social 
Democrats 38,055; Communists 
7990: Centrists 31,525; German Na- 
tionalists 9691; Front Fighters 
| 382: Polish 8310. 

The Nazis actually gained 32,524 
votes over their 1933 total and re- 
tained their control of Parliament. 
| But. they had staked their party 
prestige on their hopes for a tw 
thirds majority. 

Campaigning by Nazi Officials. 

To this end they brought into the 
campaign Reichsfuehrer Hitler's 
foremost lieutenants, including Gen, 
Hermann Wiihelm Goering, Avia- 
tion Minister; Dr. Paul Joseph 
Goebbels, Minister of Propaganda; 
Joseph Buerckel, Commissioner for 
the Saar, and Rudolf Hess, Hitler’s. 
personal adjutant. 

If the Nazis had won their ob 
jective, they .not only would have 
been able to suppress their oppo- 
sition, but alter the free city con- 
stitution subject to approval by the 
League of Nations which exercises 
general supervision over the dis 
trict. 

The Nazi gains came chiefly from 
parties which no longer are in ex- 
istence. The Socialists lost 352 
votes and the Catholics 1277. 

The Deputies who will sit in the 
Volkstag. are named by party lead- 
ers in accordance with the propor 
tional vote each political element 
receives. 

The excitement which attended 
the election campaign prevailed un- 
til early morning as residents of the 
city sat up for returns. Bands 
played in the streets until after 
midnight, and crowds gathered be- 
fore the newspaper offices for elec 
tion bulletins. 

Two Shot in Fight. 

A German Nazi and a Pole were 
shot and another Pole was beaten 
today in an outbreak of violence 
in Brentau, a suburb of Danzig. 
The stepson of a Polish employe of 
the gas company was shot in the 
chin and the Nazi was shot in the 
stomach and seriously wounded. 
Poles said that a band of Nazis 
entered the gas company employe’s 
home in Brentau and beat him and 
that the shots were fired in the en- 
suing fight.

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WOULD LIQUIDATE 
PART OF NEW DEAL 


Abolishing Any 
Agencies Found to Have 
Failed to Accomplish De- 
sired Results. 


Suggests 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 8. — The 
American Liberty League proposed 
today prompt abolition of the New 
Deal agencies and experiments 
which have “failed to bring about 
the results anticipated.” 

The league, in a statement crit- 
ical of many administration  pro- 
grams, also urged that “definite and 
unequivocal assurance be given of 
an intention to bring the Federa} 
budget into balance within a rea- 
sonable time in order to allay fears 
of ruinous inflation and a wreck- 
ing of the nation’s monetary and 
credit structure.” 

“Uncertainty as to the course to 
be pursued by the Federal Govern- 
ment,’ the league said, “is one of 
the gravest obstacles to economic 
recovery.” 

Accordingly, it suggested: 

“That there be a prompt and 
frank appraisal of the various am- 
bitious economic and _e sociological 
experiments undertaken during the 
past two years, that those which 
have failed to bring about results 
anticipated be discarded, and that 
those which give some promise of 
producing beneficial results be con- 
tinued with modifications. where 
necessary in order to bring them 
within the scope of authority prop- 
erly exercised by the Federal Gov- 
ernment in accordance with’ the 
Constitution.” 

Then it listed these recommenda- 
tions 

“That business, both small and 
large... be relieved of unnecessarv 
harassment, bureaucratic control 
and demagogic arraignment. 

“That essential relief activities .

Cousin of President Roose- 
velt Succumbs to Pneu- 
monia in New York — 


Was 50 Years Old.

NEW YORK, April 8&.—Warren 
Delano Robbins, United States Min~- 
ister to Canada and a first cousin 


of President Roosevelt, died yester- 
day of pneumonia. He was 50 years 
old. 

Mr. Robbins’ mother and the 
President's mother are sisters. 

His mother, Mrs. Price Collier of 
Tuxedo Park, N. ¥., was Catherine 
Delano before her marriage to 
Charles Albert Robbins, and Mrs. 
James Roosevelt, her sister, is the 
former Sara Delano. 

The Minister and-.veteran of the 
diplomatic service was taken to 
Doctors’ Hospital last Monday aft- 
er he had contracted a severe cold. 

Family at Bedside. 

Members of his family, who had 
; remained close to -him when his 
| condition became critical, «vere at 
his bedside when the end came. 

Mr. Robbins was born in Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., Sept. 3, 1885. Like other 
members of the Roosevelt family, 
Robbins attended Harvard Univer- 
sity. He was graduated in 1908, 
four years after his cousin, and im- 
mediately entered upon a_ diplo- 
matic career in which he served for 
many years in South America and 
Europe. 

His first ‘assignment was as 
a secretary to the Ministers of Por- 
tugal and Argentina, where he 
| served during 1909 and 1910. 

He became third secretary of the 
embassy in Paris in 1911, where he 
remained until his transfer as gec- 
of the legation in

| In 1916 he was assigned to duty

From the standpoint of public credit, the 
view taken by Senators Glass of Virginia 
and Adams of Colorado, that it adds too 
much to the public debt, has considerable 
Support. From the original Roosevelt ob- 
jective—of giving every unemployed but 
“employable” person a job—it is not big 
enough—not anything like. 

The bill, directly and indirectly, will pro- 
vide a prodigious amount of employment, 
however, even if it does not make the hole 
in the present unemployment figures which 
the administration had talked about. Not 
only will there be the jobs actually created 
and the purchase of materials to keep them 
going, but the secondary effect on those who 
sell to and serve the people, thus providing 
them with something to spend. 

President Roosevelt has had his own way 
to an amazing extent, emerging from the 
gas-filled Senate, despite all the appearances 
of a full-sized and lusty insurrection, with 
just about what he wanted in the first 
place. True, there was some elaborate “ear- 
marking,’ which the Senate was determined 
to write on paper. So far as legal effect is 
concerned, the writing was on sand. The 
only actual restraint on the President. is 
that he has the writing before him—he 
knows what caused it to be written. and he 
may be inclined to keep individual Senators 
who wanted particular things in a good hu- 
mor. 

Actually, the amendments were so loose- 
ly written, so interwoven one with the oth- 
er, that even if he did not have the Specific 
authority to move any item up or down 20 
per cent of the total of the four billions, 
he could do pretty much as he pleased.

: For example, take one of the most inelas- 
tic, apparently, of the earmarking amend- 
ments—that appropriating $40,000,000 to 
keep the schools open. The President is au- 
thorized in another section to increase or 
decrease this—or any other—amount by 20 
per cent of four billions! . So there is no 
legal restriction—only the knowledge that 
if he wiped out this allotment altogether, 
he would mortally offend some Senators who 
approved it, and would be criticised by sev- 
eral million school teachers and fathers and 
mothers of school children. 

Much of the money will be spent in wavs 
that will be very helpful to business. For 
instance, the $900.000.000 tentatively set 
aside for loans to states. cities, counties or 
“authorities” for so-called non-Federal proj- 
ects. Like the PWA expenditures, these will 
be slow in providing anything. But eventu- 
ally, there will be the jobs and heavy pur- 
chases of cement, turbines, railroad freight 
and whatnot. 

The $800,000,000 for highways, grade 
crossings, etc., will work the same way, save 
that the effects will swing into action much 
more quickly. Neither of these classifica- 
tions produces a large proportion of direct 
jobs to the money spent, but both run heavi- 
ly to materials, machinery and the like. 

Business has clamored somewhat against 
the $100,000.000 for rural electrification. Yet 
regardless of what agency whether Govern- 
ment or privately owned—brings the elec- 


tricity to the house, the householder there- 
upon becomes a customer for electrical ap- 
pliances, and thus helps stimulate business. 
The original activity, of course, provides

More- 
over, in the broad latitude given the Presi- 
dent in transferring funds from one agency 
to another, this is a prize example. For 
instance, if he wanted to spend considerably 
more than the earmarking made available 
for soil erosion work, or rural electrification, 
or whatnot, he could let the CCC boys work 
on that, whereupon their wages would not 
be charged against the favored project, but 
against CCC. 

Housing’s $400,000,000 presents ai two- 
edged sword to business. If the Govern- 
ment confines itself to low-cost housing of 
the cheap apartment house type, the net ef- 
fect would probably be beneficial. It would 
provide the original jobs, and it would neces- 
Sitate heavy purchasing of materials. It 
would not compete with private building to 
any great extent, because the return on the 
investment in this type of construction has 
not been attractive. 

But if the Government should go into 
cheap individual home construction with 
this money, the effect on private builders 
would be almost disastrous. They would not 
dare compete with the Government. and for 
many of them, with so much other construc- 
tion paralyzed, it would virtually mean clos- 
ing up shop.

The AAA disclosed today that it 
had collected $731.982.189 through 
processing taxes. but that it had 
spent $887.512,255 in its effort to 
raise farm prices. 

The taxes are levied on cotton, 
wheat, corn, hogs and other major 
commodities to provide the funds 
with which Secretary Wallace and 
his aides pay farmers to curtail. . 

Textile manufacturers claim that 
the 4.2 cents a lint pound levied 
on cotton is a prime reason for de- 
moralization of the industry and 
somewhat similar complaints have 
been made against the other taxes.
